He hod 
JiiHt boon taken away from Boston to die In 
this city. According to a certain Chinese 
superstition it is unlucky to allow a man to 
die in the some house where ho lived. Con- 
sequently, as soon as the attending physician 
pronounces tho case hopeless, a room else- 
where is hired for him to die in, as was done 
In this case. Bomo relatives of thodylng man 
hired a second floor baok room on Monday at 
the ubovo number iu Poll street, and 
''cousin" was sot to watch him die.. 


Hong Tol was born in Quan-Tung-Foo in 


1863 and cam« to America when ho WOB 
twenty years of age. Like so many of nig 
countrymen, when ho arrived hero lie sought 
employment In a laundry, and sot himself to 


men, and military dandies of a degree of gor- 
geousness surpassing the wildest flights of an 
emotional schoolgirl's drsams, piled into the 
dusty and rattling droschkies, taking thorn 
just as they came along, and smiling serenely 
upon the cheering populace as thuy warn 
dragged over tho bone-rucking pavements.

Peculiar Elei trleul Phenomena Ob- 


served In a MayenceEUabllihmeiil. 
Somo very singular electrical phenomena, 


says the English Mechanic, were observed 011 
two very dry days at a printing office In May- 
enoo, when the establishment seemed to bo 
converted into a huge electrical battery. 
Electric sparks several centimeters long 
could be drawn with the fingers fromall parts 
of tho printing machinery, just as may be 
done from a charged electric machine. Tho 
action of thu sparks became so pronounced 
that tlio Inyors-on and takors-off, who, It 
fchould bo remarked, in German printing 
offices ore mostly young women, refused to 
work, as burning sparks were emIttoil every 
time the machines wero touched with tho 
hands. 


Tho electrical phenomena, was most strik- 


ing In the mac'lines used for lithographic 
printing. A strong paper madoof cellulose 
was being printed at the time, nnd tho takors- 
off observed a slight crackling as tho sheets, 
which adhered pretty closely to tho oil-cloth 
covering of tho cylinder, wero being with- 
drawn. This era 'kling was finally developed 
Into n loud explosion, accompanied by beau- 
tiful flashes from ton to twelve centimeters— 
from four Inches to five inches—In length. 


Tho discharges are said to have been moro 


effoctivo the more quickly tho sheets loaded 
with electricity wore withdrawn. 
A small 


circular saw mounted about 1 Inches from an 
iron column discharged at intervals of from 
30 toSOsoconds, whon driven, powerful elec- 
tric sparks, accompanied by loud explosions, 
upon tho column. 
These phenomena wero 


observed for hours, and continued for two 
days, whon tho printing office became free 
from electricity, and has remained so since. 


The following < xplanatlon is given of the 


occurrence: 1 ho outer walls of tho building 
in which tho printing machinery is placed aro 
separated from tho surrounding soil by a 
thick layer of aophnlt, serving to keep the 
moisture arising from tho soil from penetrat- 
ing tho walls. In the present cose tho asphalt 
at tho same time mrvod to Isolate tho electri- 
city generated within. Tho floors of tho sev- 
eral machine rooms aro also laid thick In 
asphalt, nnd tho machinery is flxed direct to 
this flooring, so that it is likewise perfectly 
isolated. There are only a few iron columns 
having direct connection with tho earth. 


On the morning of tfco day on which the 


startling phenomenon described was first ob- 
gervod, all tho machine belts had boon greased 
with a mixture consisting of resin and linseed 
oil, serving to increase tho friction between 
tha belts and the pulleys. As soon us the 
machinery was sot In motion, »vm individual 
pulley was converted Into an electric machine 
on a largo scale, negative electricity being 
formed on tho belt covtred with resin, and 
positive electricity on the Iron pulley. The 
stored electricity, »t oourso, was Immediately 
ghren off whenever one ol tlio machines, 
which for tho time being, wero changed into 
accumulators or secondary batteries, wna 
"tapped."—Sclent! lie American. 


Deer In New Zealand. 


At a recent meeting of tho Wellington Phil- 


osophical goclsty, J. W. Forte»cuo spoke ol 
tho rapid Increase of deer that have boon 
acclimated in the Now Zealand mountains 
Having had special facilities for observing 
those creatures, he proceeded to state some 
interesting facts as to their habits. 


At the close of his address Sir Jaraos Heotoi 


Mked Mr. Fortescuo, as an export on tho sub- 
ject, whether the chief use of tho antlers was 
not go much for fighting as for facilitating 
tho progress of tho stag through denso woods. 
He had considerable experience with the 
wapiti, In North America, and found that bj 
throwing up the head, thereby placing th« 
horns along the baok, tho animals were 
enabled to go forward with great rapidity 
and follow the hinds. Ho asked this, as it 
had been stated at a previous meeting of the 
society that the antlers tended to entangle 
tho deer. 


Unlike n largo proportion of his compat- 


riots who learn to Ilko American, and who, 
relinquishing tho hopo of returning home, 
which they all havo whon they first come 
hero, adopt In some degree American ways 
nnd thoughts, Hong Tol remained steodfiist 
In his purpose to return a wealthy man. His 
•avlngs after n tlmo wore largo enough to en- 
able him to buy an Interest in a grocery and 
before ho died ho had laid up $30,000. 


Within the last two weeks of his life ho wns 


never left alono. His frionds and cousins ra- 
lleved ono another In tho ploun task of chew- 
ing the dying man and ministering in tholr 
heathen fashion, to his spiritual as well as to 
his physical wants. They read long passages 
to him from their national books, such as tho 
works of Confucius and Monclus, tho Trlpl- 
teku of Uuddha and tho verses of Lao Tszee 
and other famous poets. They fod him with 
the strange and delicate dainties which the 
Chinese only con concoct, and talked of homo 
wbon ho was strong enough to listen. Then 
as tho end cnmo nearer, they brought out and 
spread around him numerous queer looking 
objects, such as had boon familiar to him in 
childhood, evidently seeking, as they might 
nrmisa a tired child, to bring some pleasant 
memory or pleasant thought Into his mlud 
while yot llfo might bo made a littlo brighter 


They spread out littlo squares of sugar 


candy, looking not unlike the "butter scotch" 
American children Ilko so well. Queer cakes 
wore laid around on tables und chairs, aud 
even on tho bed, some with fruits nud somo 
with spices in thorn, somo with meats and 
some with unfamiliar ingredients to tho Cau- 
casian ; very fow of them wore alike. Then 
they brought even dolls, fashioned as nearly 
after tho babyhood of China as the pictures ol 
their native artists are like nature—grotesque 
quaint and richly garbed, odd and pretty. 
From tho celling they hung kites and queer 
umbrellas, and somo of thu-olegant, fantagtla 
paper lanterns that resthetos delight In. A 
smllo would sometimes comoovor his wasted 
features, but for tho most of the tlmo his fao» 
was enlm aud grave, as Is the wont of China 
men. 


His bed was n narrow bunk, covered with 


white matting, and tho pillows wero long, 
narrow boxes, covered with upholstery. They 
looked not unlike tho foot rests In an old Eng- 
llgh church. Around tho walla hung silken ban- 
ners of vivid scarlet and rich embroidery trac- 
ing tho hieroglyphics that stood for veisos 
from tho pools. 
Over tho mantelpiece wera 


religious pictures not unliko those that hang 
ovor tho altars in tho Chinese templed. In 
tho centre was a representation of God oa 
the Chinese picture Him, seated on n throne 
of barbaric magnificence, whilo on cither 
band wero pictures of the beings whom they 
suppose to personify tho powers of destruc- 
tion and reparation. On tho opposite wall 
hung tho wordsof tho Christian hymn, "Near- 
er, my Ood, to Thee." On tho mantelpiece 
underneath the religious pictures wero a 
dozen or moro artistic photographs of ballet 
girls In tho extreme nudenoss of the modern 
stage. 


Tho sick man's costume was a simple 


houto dress, somewhat resembling the 
pajamas that have grown into popular favor 
In America within the last lew years.

wore a blouse, looso and without any ap- 
proach to a flt, made of yellow muslin, and a 
pair of trousers of tho same material, only 
reaching to tho ankle, nnd on his otherwise 
naked foot wero a pair of looto slippers.

lar discs, ono-sixtecjutb of an inch thick, 
bunched and fastened togothur iu a series of 
bolts, which, with eight coils of wlro and an 
armature running through the cylinder of 
iron plate, comprises tho entire machine. 
Their motion is noiseless. In this they are 
unllku tho machine with commutators nnd 
brushes. It is believed to bo capable of 4,000 
revolutions a minute, but by turning a 
switch a short distance the speed can be eut 
down to three or four ruvolutions a minute. 
It is so entirely applied that any business hav- 
ing the ordinary electric light wires running 
into tho building, and requiring motive power 
of any given capacity, can use, instead of a 
steam engine, ono of these motors by simply 
connecting it with tho incandescent light 
lino." 

"But can this motor bo brought within tho 
roach of all?" 


"This is another feature of its usefulness. 
It is understood that those motors will bo 
turned out, whon the preparations are com- 
plete, at tho rate of from $12 upward accord-

A rido of thirty-three miles from Aspen 


forty-three miles to Glenwood Springs, de- 
scends 2,000 feet, with a corresponding rise 
to temperature. Hero theOrand river, emerg- 
ing from tho wonderful canyon, is joined by 
Bearing Fork. Here, by the side of the Grand 
river, are sulpho-Baliue springs which, for 
volume and heat, boat the world. A circular 
wall fifty or sixty feet in diameter encloses 
bubbling springs which send up a volume ol 
water, which le carried In a stone aqueduct 
alongthejildeof awalled-ln swimming pool 
650 feet leng and 100 wide.into which the aque- 
duct has several inlets, besides discharging a 
strong stream below. 


This great swimming pond of strong sul- 


pho-aaline water Is kept warm summer and 
Winter by these springs. The salt water Is so 
heavy as to make swimming easy. The pond 
to three teetdeep at one end, deepening tol 
five at the other end, and therp is a row o 
dressing rooms for bathers. Here the popu- 
lation, male and female, disport of evenings 
under an electric flare. The statement that 
this great pond is kept hot all winter is hard 
to believe, but travelers have to believe much. 
B (Jow the pond Is a bathing house into which 
the water is brought by a pipe, still too hot 
for use without a cooling mixture. On th« 
town side, by the edge of the Grand, is a hot 
gpring and a bath house, the property of the 
town, and frae to all. A little above, near th< 
entrance to the canyon of tho Grand,Is a nat- 
ural cave of hot vapor, called the sweating 
cate, having accommodations for stripping 
and dressing. This is a short-order Turkish 
bath. The person to be sweated strips in an 
apartment, and then passed through a narrow 
way In the rooks Into the natural .cavern at 
the base of the mountain,and tho door is shut 
vipon him, making the cavern tight A small 
aperture at the top lets In a faint tight 
through a glass. The heat and vapor are 
made by hot sulpho-salino iprlnga In the bot- 
tom of tho cat ern. A floor i» laid over these 
to stand on. A spring in a basin at the side 
of the cavern offers for a dash. Here the 
sweater stands In tho hot air as long as h« 
can—say ten or fifteen minutes, sweating foi 
all a sweat Is worth. 


Thig hot vapor sweating bath is thought to 


•llmrnate all corruption. 
The springs in 


their general rases, are said to euro rheuma- 
t!«m, gout, and the like ailments, to be Infal- 
lible forjgkln diseases, to purge the effects ol 
drink and tobacco, and to regenerate gener- 
ally the human system. '

diers anil Pappooses. 


T iro or three months ago several thousand 


Zulus rebelled against tbcir fiiitish con 
querors and swept across a part of tbo coun 
ti y laying waste the homes of all w ho would 
not Join them 
A largo number of lojal 


Zulus took refuge In a poliro foitut Nwando 
to which the insurgents at onco laid siege, 
and Gen Smyth eentafl>mg column com 
posed of the Enuiskillcn dragoons and tho 
Tbiitceutb Hussars to relievo tbo beleaguered 
poopla 
Tbo cavalry soon dispeiscd tbo 


rebels, and as they had orders to abandon tho 
station they escorted the poor fugitives to a 
place of safety 


It was painful work toiling over tbo 


parched prairies in the blaaug sun, and 
many a mother with a baby m her arms suf 
fered severely as she struggled along trj ing 
to keep up with the column 
But soon, the 


Eumskillcns and the hussars came to tbo 
rescue Then the spectacle w ns presented of 
bronzed and hardy regulars, each with a 
brown baby in his arms or balanced on his 
horse s neck before him, while tbo grateful 
mothers trudged alongside reassuring thtir 
trembling infants, who wero inclined todis 
trust their new protectors 
It is safe to say 


that by this kindly act tbo English solcJier 
stood revealed to these bumble sufferers from 
former British Invasions in a light they had 
never dreamed of beforo 


On a bitter cold day in November, 1862, 


about a thousand Sioux women and children, 
under the escort of volunteer troops, wore 
nearing tbo end of their long march to Fort 
Snelling, Minn 
They were the families of 


tho captive braves who had been engaged iu 
tho ten ible massacre of tho preceding sum- 
mer 
Uncle 8am hod been fighting the 


Sioux instead of feeding and clothing them, 
and now the innocent among them, in their 
thin and ragged blankets, were suffering for 
tho crimes of their husbands and fathers As 
tbo mournful procession encountered tho Icy 
winds of Ten Mile prairie, tbo little childrm 
began to cry most piteously 
Tbe sight of 


their helpless distress moved tbe boys in blue, 
as by one impulse, to carry out instant mea 
sures of relief 
Every blanket was un- 


strapped from tho knapsacks, scores of over- 
coats were tbi own off tbe shoulders of bravo 
men who really needed them, and soon every 
child iu tbo caravan was wrapped In the 
thickest of woolens, and tho least hardy of 
tbo captives were stowed away under tho 
shelter of the canvas covered baggage 
wagons. Only a little while beforo these sol- 
diers had been targets, at Yellow Medicine, 
Birch Coolio and half a dozen other places, 
for the bullets of die red men whoso families 
they now did their best to succor. 


Tbe rough, hard life of tho soldier in a 


campaign Is not Inconsistent with tho exer- 
cise of the most humauo sentiments.—New 
Tork Sun.

The startling murder of An toiii'iFlac'coinio, 


which occurred under the great electric lights 
urnund tho C'ooppr Unmn in New York tho 
other day, having boon traced l>y the Mctro- 
iwlitan police to the doors of tho "ilafla" 
bocioty, public attention is forcibly attracted 
to an organization which, familiar enough to 
the lawless lands which border tho Mediter- 
ranean, is so strange to this country ns to de- 
servo explanation from i he press and burveil- 
lanco by the police. 


Tlio name is peculiar. By somo it is said 


to como from the Linjjua Franca, which is 
spoken on tho Mediterranean roosts and to 
mean "my faith." Ry others it is said to 
take its origin in tho famous Sicilian ossassin 
uml thief, MafTei, who depredations near 
1'ale.rrno iu tho beginning of tho century 
made bim as locally distinguished as Jack 
Khppnrd or Dick Turpm in tho olden days of 
Merrio England. 


Tho society is an old one. As early as IS-iO 


it had signalized its existence in Bicily by 
murder, theft, forging, blackmail, counter- 
feiting, rapo and abduction.

SKCIICT AND POWERFUL. 


Little or nothing is known of tho iiisido

In Italy their methods are similar to those 
of tho Camonstus nnd Carbonari, tho former 
being a crimiuul and the latter o political 
secret society. No ono is eligible to member- 
ship unless ho bo a criminal, and to join ho 
is compelled to take an iron bound oath to

<lono to it or its members, to reveal no secret 
ns to its actions, and to kill any member vio- 
lating these laws or any person who declares 
himself its enemy. 


Tho first appearance- of tho Maila in this 


country was in lt>81, when tho secret service, 
which had arrested a ganff of counterfeiters 
who had passed a largo amount of tho queer, 
was unublo to convict all of the prisoners on 
account of tho spiriting away of several of 
tbo more important witnesses. It required 
all tho vast machinery of tho Unitc'l States 
government to defeat tho determined attempt 
of the Mufia to circumvent justice, nnd oven 
then tho success was but partial. Since that 
timo [it has displayed its ability and perti- 
nacity in interfering with over fifty criminal 
coses in which Italian malefactors were ar- 
raigned in tlio federal courts. Tho offenses 
which occupied the courts in these cases wore 
counterfeiting, forging, violating tho internal 
revonuo exciso laws or tho customs. 


In tho state courts they put in an appear- 


ance about 1884, when thoy spirited away tho 
witnesses in a felonious assault caso that had 
occurred in Mulberry street. Sinco that timo 
the organization lias given much trouble' to 
tho police and tbo courts in more than a 
hundred cases and is today an acknowledged 
formidable enomy to tho administration of 
justice in Now York,

NOT CONFINED TO NEW YORK. 


Tho American organization is not confined 


to New York; a branch nearly as large as 
that in tho metropolis flourishes in Now Or- 
leans, and smaller branches havo been found 
In Boston, Philadelphia, Chicago and Kansas 
City. Many of the members who have been 
convicted have been identified as ex-Sicilian 
bandits. Few, if any, seem to bo Italians 
proper. So far as is Buown there is a strange 
antagonism between Sicilian and Italian 
criminals. When tho latter organize they 
invariably become Camoristos and never join 
tho Mafia. None of tho Mafia thus far 
brought before tho courts, state or national, 
has been aught but a Sicilian, and no recog- 
nized Camorista has ever been a native of 
Triuacria, 


To the Mafia belongs tho credit of three re- 


markablo tricks for exciting sympathy or for 
promoting tho escape of prisoners. All of 
them aro probably older than this organiza- 
tion of malefactors, but it alone makes regu- 
lar USQ of them and alono seems to havo a 
thorough knowledge and mastery of the sub- 
ject. Tho first is tlio production of malig- 
nant ulcers and is accomplished by scratch- 
ing tho skin with tho finger nail wherever 
tho performer wishes to display a sore and 
tying upon tho abraded surface a dirty cop- 
pel1 coin. In twenty-four hours the poison- 
,ous 
metal has developed an ulcer so horrible 


as to deceive any physician unless he is famil- 
iar with tho trick. Tho soro is easily cured 
by proper treatment, but unless treated, re- 
mains and grows inoro and more alarming 
to an indefinite extent. 


Tho secret of tho second is but partially 


known. A wash, in which are red peppen 
and Spanish fly, is applied to the body and 
produces a rash that is almost indistinguish- 
able from smallpox aud lasting from three to 
fivo days. It is a favorite expedient with pris- 


oners, as it generally insures their removal 
to a smallpox hospital, from which escape 
is always easy. 


Tho third is a mystery to the medical 


faculty. A wash of unknown composition is 
applied to the faco nnd head, causing the lat- 
ter to swell up to the most grotesque and hor- 
rible proportions. A slight quantity of the 
fluid so alters tho faco and expression as to 
utterly change a man'ii appearance and to 
prevent idontiflcatioa either during tho per- 
petration of a crimi) or in the judicial pro- 
ceedings afterwards. 


A number of thosa who are reported to bo 


members of the society have prospered in 
New York and aro quite wealthy, from au 
Italian standpoint, being worth from $10,000 
to $100,000, and even, it is rumored, larger 
sums. 


As it is, the Mafia presents a terrible prob- 


.em to the poliee and tho courts. With the 
ilarming increase in low Italian immigra- 
tion the problem promises to assume ominous 
proportions.
